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WOMAN'S CAPACITY FOR WORK. 


Miss Josephine Chapman, the Boston architect who de- 
esigned the building at the Pan-American Exposition which is 
to fepresent the New England States, has a poor opinion of 
woman as a worker. 

She will not employ women draitsmen, because she says they 
have not the sticking qualities of men. She cites one instance 
in which a woman asked leave to go home and finish a shirt- 
waist, in the midst of a rush of work, and says no man woula 
do such a thing. 

This is a view based on a partial trial of women in office 
work. The time is so short since women began to do this 
work that it is possible they have not yet fallen into the habit 
of it. That some of them fail to show the capacity tor drudgery 
which such work usually requires is no proof that woman is not 
persevering or cannot “stick” as well as men. 

In her ordinary sphere as wife and mother woman has shown 
& perseverance which is so great that it is often annoying to 
men. The old saying that “woman's work is never done” ap- 

lies especially to those millions of worhen who seem inde- 

tigable in discovering new work about the house. They 
appear to create tasks for themselves. and even after the family 
has retired to rest such women find work to do. 

Solomon long ago praised such women, though their hus- 
bands sometimes find them rather trying. In time doubtless 
women will turn their perseverance to other lines, and then the 
men can take a much needed rest.

Britain was the first nation, as I recollect. 
to proclaim neutrality, thus driving Dewey's 
fleet out of an English treaty port, little 
Supposing that this really unfriendly act 
would result as it did. Great Britain pur- 
sued the same course in the war of the 
rebellion, the Queen’s neutrality proclama. 
tion having been issued May 13, 1861, recog- 
nizing the Confederacy as a_ belligerent 
within a month after President Lincoln's 
proclamation of blockade of southern ports, 
and despite a promise to first hear from 
Mr. Adams, our new representative to the 
Court of St. James. Great Britain’s friend- 
ly ‘attitude toward the Confederacy was 
notorious, and would have ended in secur- 
ing interference in favor of the South had 
it not beer for the open, armed manifesta- 
tions of friendship for the North, made by 
Russia, and the success of the northern 
armies. As it was her gross violations of 
the rules of international amity resulted in 
driving our merchant ships to seek the 
protection of the British flag to escape 

irate ships, built, manned and equipped in 

ritish ports. 

It was their hope then that our republic 
should be shattered by the storm. We 
should now be the last nation on earth to 
help her destroy the republics in South 
Africa.

In St. Louis there are bucket shops on all ———S 
fides of the Merchants’ Exchange. The 
war tax that they will have to pay on dull 
days will amount to about $50 and on ac- 
tive days will exceed $100. It is expected 
that the daily income to the government 
from these sources in St. Louis willl exceed 
S00. In addition to this levy the shops must 
pay the regulation brokers’ tax of $50 

A bucket shop is a place where anyone 
can trade in grain, stocks or cotton in quan- 
tities smaticr than on a regular exchange. 
lt is not a regularly chartered institution, 
as ts the regular exchange 

The name bucket shop originated in a pe- 
cullar way. Several years ago several of 
those commission houses were opened in 
Chicago in the vicinity of the rerular Board 
of Trade and the proprietors advertised 
that they would take orders of any size. 

When business grew dull on the Board of 
Trade it was a common thing to hear a 
trader say, “I will go down and get a buck- 
etful,"’ meaning he would make a trade for 
a smaller amount than was allowed on the 
exchange.

“If it be true, I cry shame. 
“Is it true that young women, reputed 


to be of good family and honest bring- 
ing up, exhibit with pride the jewels bought 
out of the profits of the gaming table? 
Could anything be more vulgar than such 
acts as these? Nay, that is a feeble 
word. Could anything be more infamous? 

“What avails a crusade against policy 
shops and poolrooms, whether by five, 
fifteen or fifty, if behind doors no detective 
ventures to pass, such things as these 

0 on? 

oI there no need of the spirit of dis- 
cipline’”’ 

Dr. Huntington asked: 

“What then. is to become of society? 
With Sunday lapsing into a mere tradition; 
with the day which a New England mystic, 
not over-friendly to Christianity, made 
bold to call the ‘backbone of our civiliza- 
tion,’ turned by common consent from a 
holy day to a holiday; with marriage, the

decency, who shall say the call for a re-

“Why do I draw my illustrations from 
the life of women rather than men? Simp- 
ly for the reason that in Christian lands, 
and nowhere more conspicuously than in 
the United States, women are the custo- 
dians of morals.

But today, with our industries 
organized into trusts, and the imperialistic 
spirit developed in politics, the general de- 
velopment of the principal of trusts will be- 
j|come appalling unless we cultivate a higher 
standard of morality than ever before, 

‘Legislation will never protect us from 
the evils of the trust of deterioriate polli- 
tics. The essence of a trust is that you must 
trust the head of it to exercise his power 
wisely or to abuse it, according to the kind 
of conscience he possesses. 

‘Trusts have got to be regulated by pub- 
lic sentiment, and that public sentiment is 
not merely the opinion of any particular 


part of the whole peopie, but is a readiness 
to accept, In behalf of the community, re- 
strictions, independent of the question of 
whether you or I shall be personally harm- 
ed by those restrictions. 

“You say that the community will not 
be governed by this principle. We must ex- 
pect that the community will, however, for 
the alternative is an emperor in Washing- 
ton within twenty-five years. Public affairs 
can no longer be played as a game, but 
must be directed by an intelligent and 
active public conscience. Individual effort 
is helpless and hopeless.”’
